Tacna and Arica lie just between 
Chile and Peru. Since the war of the Pacific concluded in 188:1 
by a treaty signed at the city of Ancon. Chile has held the two 
provinces," tho they formerly belonged to Peru. The treaty ol 
Ancon provided that their final nationality should be decuk-d 
bv a plebiscite at the end of 10 years, but this plebiscite was not 
then held, and for 30 years Chile and Peru have wrangled main- 
ly over the question of the qualified voters in the delayed pleb- 
iscite. 
Peru has contended and Chile has denied that Chile 


avoided a vote at the time fixed, and since that date has .sent 
enough Chileans into the provinces to outvote by a large mar- 
gin the Peruvian population. 


This conference is a wise move for Chile, Peru and this re- 


public. The true meaning of the pan-American spirit can never 
be realized until vexatious questions such as this one have been 
disposed of calmly, amicably and to the best interest of all con- 
cerned. Either Chile or Peru must lose, if the decision reached 
at the forth-coming conference is final. 
And it is hoped tho 


loser will accept the loss with the same spirit shown by the con- 
tending parties in their willingness to settle their differences 
over a conference table: a spirit that is neccessary if this sane 
and logical method of adjustment is to live.

Scrapping A Depressing Picture

ARM Life i-ejoices that at last some one has the temerity to 
speak against the depressing pictures that have been paint- 


ed of "downtrodden, overworked farm women." This some one 
is Mi's. Izetta Jewell Brown, who is a leader in the Farm Bureau 
Movement. "The farm women who have awakened to iheir 
own possibilities," Mrs. Brown is quoted as saying, "declare 
quite frankly that they want to start a campaign of optimism 
about country life. They don't want to be pitied or patronized. 
just understood — and, if possibile, a little idealized." 


Of course, it is only natural that a periodical devoted to 


the interests of life next the soil should be agreeable to Mrs. 
Brown's campaign, and even we of the cities may find here the 
striking of a note for which we can be grateful. 
The "down- 


trodden, overworked farm woman," tho she has inspired the 
pens of novelists and poets, has become pathetically and wearily 
stock, and her picture once so noble is now exaggerated and 
blurred. But we do not wish to touch that picture up or turn 
it to the wall unless the facts that caused it to be painted have 
been and are irrevocably altered. 


Mrs. Brown sounds mightily like a Pollyanna, but surely 


she reckons on 'more than mere exuberance of soul to keep her 
optimism afloat. We have been hearing that the advent of the 
telephone, the automobile, and the radio have rendered isolated 
lives less lonely, that modern machinery, which has lightened 
the labor of the farmer has been friendly as well to the wife, 
who works fewer\hours per diem than did her sister fifty and 
even ten years ago, and that insanity, that affliction once said lo 
be higher among farm women than among any other class, is 
showing marked and steady decrease. 


Is Mrs. Brown able to confirm these cheerful reports? Not 


that one wishes to prick this lady's bubble of content but one 
does want assurances that this campaign for optimism is well 
founded. One wants to feel that women of the country can af- 
ford to be optimistic because they have something to be optim- 
istic about. 


If Mrs. Brown and Farm Life are able to show that this is 


true, then we who do not live on farms yet suffer vicariously 
the hardships that farm-living entails will gladly scrap all de- 
pressing pictures of fatigued women waiting on gangs of hungry 
inconsiderate, men and wistful aproned figures straining their 
eyes down long and empty roads.
